The medical records For this animal do not conlain. any additional documentation of 
subsequent be worming? qr diagnostics, to indicate successful therapy was achieved for the parasitic contention, The 
medical record lor a lemale Walusi obtained in May 201 0 does not conlain any documentation of local testing or 
dewo'mings. 

A facility veterinarian slated thal appropriate locals and dewormmgs were conducted on these animals bul not 
recorded. Tq ensure adequate veterinary care is established and maintained appropriate therapy-treatment for 
medical conditions musl be achieved and demonstrated.

Three lemurs, which were slated io be 6 months of age and of adult 
si?e, were observed freely jumping wildly through out a room in which 2 adult members of the public were seated 
The larr urs would haphazardly launch onto the public at will and were not bathe red or leashed in any laehion. Two 
slaff members were present during the encounler. however, one staff member was responsible For photography and 
could not provide supervision. 

Non-human primates are permitted physical coniact with the public only if they are under Une direct control oF an 
experienced handler or trainer at all limes during the contact. The mobilily ol these 3 animals even at fi months or age 
as evidenced by random jumping through out Ihe room and random jump ng on and ofl the public tSeady 
derncnstraled direct oarrtml col Id rut be executed wilh one stall member and 3 bee- roaming animals.
